AN ORDINANCE amending Ordinance No. 

S-42-93, adopted May 18, 1993, being 

"AN ORDINANCE concerning the 

issuance of revenue bonds to refund 

outstanding sewage works bonds of 

the City of Fort Wayne, the 

collection, segregation and 

distribution of the revenues of said 

works, the safeguarding of the 

interests of the owners of said 

revenue bonds, other matters 

connected therewith, and repealing 

ordinances in conflict therewith." 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana has 
adopted Ordinance No. S-42-93, approved by the Common 
Council of the City on May 18, 1993; and 

WHEREAS, upon the advice of First Chicago 
Capital Markets, Inc., underwriter for the bonds 
authorized by said Ordinance No. S-42-93, this Council 
deems it advisable to combine the last two maturities of 
said bonds as a term bond maturing in 2010, subject to 
mandatory sinking fund redemption in 2009, so that the 
amount owed by the City for principal reduction in the 
year 2009 shall be Four Hundred Ninety Thousand Dollars 
($490,000), and the amount owed for principal reduction 
in the year 2010 shall be Six Hundred Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($610,000). 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Amendments to Prior Ordinance. 

(a) The fourth line of the third paragraph of 
Section 2 is amended by deleting the words "last day of 
the month" and substituting therefor the words "fifteenth 
day of the month". 

(b) Exhibit A of Ordinance No. S-42-93 is 
hereby amended by adding the following at the end 
thereof: Notwithstanding anything herein to the contrary, 
the 1993 Bonds maturing in the years 2009 and 2010 may be 


aggregated into term bonds maturing in 2010. Such term 


bonds will be subject to mandatory sinking fund

redemption with sinking fund payments corresponding to 
the 2009 serial maturity plus accrued interest to the 
redemption date, but without premium or penalty. Such 
payments shall be applied to retire term bonds by lot. 
SECTION 2. Effectiveness. Except as expressly 
set forth herein, all of the terms and provisions of said 
Ordinance S-42-93 shall remain in full force and effect. 
This Ordinance shall be in full force effect from and 


after its passage.
